WEST FRANKFORT. III.. Dec. 
20 UP—Cecil Sanders is trying to 
forget it. 
But this Christmas season is re­ 
newing to all involved stark mem­ 
ories of the New Orient Coal Mme 
disaster a year ago. It took 120 
lives. 
Another 130 men escaped, some 
only after terrifying hours. Sand­ 
ers was entombed 60 hours with 
nine men. Their bodie.s were still 
warm when Sandcis wai'. found-- 
the only entombed survivor of the 
worst mine disaster in a quarters 
century. 
Today Sanders still suffers from 
the carbon dioxide his blood ab­ 
sorbed and other after affects. The 
45-ycar-old religious man has. le- 
trcaled from the shadow of the dis­ 
aster site to a nuxlos't home by a 
park in another Southern Illinoi.s 
community. He wants only peace 
and seclusion .n his wife’s carc. 
Their daughter and son. both mar- 
iicd. arc among the few visitors. 
His ph.vsician >aid. “I’m trying 
to help Cecil Sander forget the 
whole thing. Any interview might 
set him back morih>.'’
